While not unexpected, the St. Louis Labor 
Council’s decision to oppose the Metropolitan 
District plan is especially disappointing be- 
cause it is based on a misconception of what 
the proposal is all about. The Council has 
been confused and led into the error of taking 
a position inimical to iabor’s best interests by 
the slogan that the district would be “another 
layer of government.” 

Given the fact that in this *city-county area 
there already are some 100 municipalities, 30 
school districts, two county govérnments and 
something more than a handful of special 
purpose districts, it is not surprising that the 
Council threw up its hands at mention of still 
ariother government. But there is where the 
Council misses the point. This area’s metro- 
politan problems do not flow from the fum- 
ber of its units of local government: They 
flow from the fact that no single government 
enjoys the area-wide jurisdiction that would 
permit it to solve area-wide problems. 

There are two ways of creating a govern- 
ment with the necessary area-wide jurisdic- 
tion, One way is to permit the City of St. Louis 
to absorb St. Louis county and all its govern- 
ments. This was the outright merger that was 
supported by the three labot-union officials on 
the Board of Freeholders. But it was re 
jected by a majority of the other Freeholders 
because such a radical change was not neces- 
sary to solve metropolitan problems—and be- 
cause it was highly unlikely that the people 
-of St. Louis county would permit their lécal 
communities to be taken. over by the city.

Strictly speaking, the proposed district is 
not “another layer” of government. The met- 
ropolitan layer already exists in the form of 
the Metropolitan Sewer District. In effect, the 
new district would expand the metropolitan 
layer, absorbing and improving its sewer of- 
erations and then adding the functions of traf- 
fie control, transit regulation or operation, 
area-wide planning, effective industrial pro- 
motion, certain centralized police services and 
civil defense. et 

As the district assumed respoagibility for 
performance of these functions, individual 
municipalities would be relieved of the neces- 
sity of attempting piecemeal solutions. Con- 
trary te what the Council has been led to be- 
lieve, this need not lead to duplication. For 
a laboratory demonstration of this, we suggest 
that the Council look at the Metropolitan 
Sewer District, already opérating on a metro- 
politan basis. 

The Sewer District and the Sewer District 
alone provides sewer service in this area. 
When it camé into being it took over this 
function from the municipalities and many 
small sewer districts then operating. The 20- 
odd sewer districts still in existence in St. 
Louis county live only to pay off bond issues; 
they do not build or operate sewers, and when 
their outstanding bonds are retired the dis- 
tricts will cease to be. There is no duplication.

_ The Council also @éxpresses concern about 
the fact that the-district would have authority 
to levy a tax of up to 50 cents on the $100. 
This would replace the 10-cent rate that the 
Sewer District presently is authorized to levy, 
so the new atithority is only 40 cents. As 
the district takes control in the various serv- 
ice areas, municipal taxes ought to go down, 
depending upoh the amount of service the 
particular municipality has been previding. 

There is no denying that total taxes may 
tend to rise somewhat— although nowhere 
near as much as they would rise undér the 
outright merger plan supported by the three 
labor-union Freeholders. But the point is 
that this new Money will be going to support 
the creation of néw metropolitan services es- 
sential to the economic growth of the city- 
county district. It will be money well spent. 

What is more, if St. Louisans and their 
neighbors in the county decline to create the 
district and make a modest tax ifvestment in 
it, they will still pay anyway. They will pay 
in economic stagnation that means fewer job 
opportunities and a shrinking tax base that 
hinders support of good schools and first- 
class public services. 

We hope that the hufdreds of local unions 
in the area will make a feal effort to inform 
themselves on what the district plan is and 
what it sets out to do. If so, we are confident 
more than a few will reject the Council’s ill- 
considered advice.

From Greenland’s Icy Shores

It seems to us that Mr. Eisenhower over- 
looked the public, interest in putting these 
conditions on his offer.

We 
think he eduld, and, in fact, that he should 
have done so long before this.

Mr. Herter’s Undated Speech 


There was nothing in Secretary Herter’s ad- 
dress before the United Nations General As 
sembly to which an American could také ex- 
ception. He stated the main outlines of 
American foreign policy well, and made an 
acceptable appeal for further progress toward 
agreement 6n nuclear test suspension, dis- 
armament and other issues. 

What gave the address its characteristic 
flavor, however, was the fact that it differed 
in no essential fespect from what an American 
Secretary of State might have told the General 
Assembly a year or even two years ago. It 
sounded, indted, very much like what our 
diplomats usually say in set speeches. Not 
one new idea brightened its somber tones— 
not even the hint of a fresh approach to 
anything. 

This curious timelessness could be con- 
strued as a sign of admirable consistency, 
but it also suggests a not so desirable rigidity, 
a lack of initiative, in American foreign pdli- 
cy. And when a nation in what it has to say 
before the world begins to sound that way, 
the audience ‘reaction is bound to be what 
it was at U.N. headquarters Thufsday—the 
delegates could hardly pay attention to Mr. 
Herter for wondering excitedly what disarma- 
ment proposal Premief Khrushchev was going 
to make on Friday. ~ 

The visiting Soviet leader has permitted 
nobody to doubt, at thé U.N. of elsewhere, 
where the diplomatic initiative lies today. Let 
us hope that ih thé new citcumstafitées syfi- 
bolized by his visit, American pélicymakers 
will fashion some imaginative initiatives of 
their owh in the future. 


De Gaulle Satisfies Nobody 


Although it embraces a grudging prospect 
of delayed independence, Gef. De Gaulle’s 
plan for Algeria has not stirred Algerians to 
enthusiasm. The reluctant offer of freedom 
may make it somewhat easier for French al- 
lies to stipport France in the United Nations, 
or at least to abstain from voting against 
Paris, But the offer seems too late to.over 
come the present extremes of bitterness. 


The proposal is not without merit. After a 
cease-fire, Algerians could vote for integra- 
tion (which means annexation to France), 
or autonomy (whith means French control 
over foreign affairs, defense and currency), 
or independence (Which De Gaiille says would 
lead to “disastrous misery, terrible political 
chaos, genéral throat-citting and sooh the 
warlike dittatorship of the Communists.”) 
The effect, however, is weakened by the “iffy” 
date on which the choice would be madeé— 
four years after the first year in which deaths 
caused by the rebels fall below 200, That 
means a wait of at least five yéars. 

The ideal Algérian solution probably would 
be home rule together with a form of associa- 
tioh with Paris which Would iftsure French 
financial, commércial, scientific and educa- 
tional help,: But this could be achieved only 
through reasonableness, and African national- 
ism seems stronger than réason evén in areas 
less hostile to France. 

At a meéting of the French Community in 
Paris last week, Senegal and the French Sudan 
announced that they want complete inde- 
pendence. They hope to obtain this by nego- 
tiation. Yet they are ready to invoke Article 
86 of De Gaulle’s constitution which n- 
tees the right of Setession. Will the Algerian 
rébels settle for less than what membérs of

This does not mean, of course, 
that you should call for him at 
school or even visit his teachers 
frequently. But you should know 
what courses he is taking, which 
ones he likes and doesn’t like, 
and the marks he is getting. If 
you give him half a chance you 
can scarcely avoid learning 
some of these things. Most 
youngsters are eager to discuss 
school life. But there_are many 
parents who refuse to listen or 
are so obviously bored that 
they discourage confidences. 

Many parents seem baffled by 
the various courses of study the 


high school offers and the sub- 
jects required for graduation. 
Most high schools have a printed 
list of courses and requirements. 
Get a copy as early as possible, 
preferably before your youngster 
enters high school, and study it 
carefully.

Most high schools require 16 
units for graduation. A _ unit 
means the credit earned by 
studying one subject five times 
a week for a year, completing 
the assignments and passing the 
final examination. A student who 
takes four subjects a year, be- 
ginning in the ninth grade, will 
earn the required units. How- 
ever, he must take the subjects 
required by the course of study 
he has chosen.

Some Facts About Algeria

OIL HAS BEEN FOUND in 
Algeria, and this may change 
the ways of the people. The 
wells are producing lesg oil than 
those in some parts of Arabia, 
but the prospects seem good. In 
10 or 15 years, the yield may 
pass that of Kuwait. 


Algeria is called a colony at 
times, but the Government of 
France classes it as part of the 
French nation. For many years, 
the Algerians have sent repre- 
sentatives to the National As- 
sembly in Paris. 


” The area of Algeria is greater 


than that of Alaska and Texas 
combined. Like Alaska, it has 
been considered “mostly a 
waste.” It differs from Alaska in 
climate—most of Algeria ig in- 
tensively hot in the daytime. 
Most of Alaska is too cold for 
comfort. 


Northern Algeria borders the 
Mediterranean. It is the better 
part of the land, with nine tenths 
of the people. About 1,000,000 
Frenchmen live in cities on the 
coast, or within a short distance 
of those cities. 


The southern parts are in the 
Sahara Desert. An oasis exists

Other Moslems wander about 
the desert, going from oasis to 
oasis.

When a 
mother transports a child, she 
often places it in a saddlebag, 
or she may place two small 
children in bags on either side 
of the camel. 


The wandering Moslems have 
primitive ways. They may grind 
grain between rounded stones. 
Barley is a favorite grain, and is 
used in making ‘‘couscous,” the 
national dish. This dish also con- 
tains mutton and honey,
